Sherman law. and declared that this 
clause would prevent the, government 
from prosecuting illegal land fencers 
and produce dealers who combine tot 
raise the price of farm products.

WASHINGTON, March 4.— It was 
shortly after 9:30 when the congres­ 
sional delegation, brave in their silk 
hats and cutaways and frockcoats, 
hustled up to the president-elect’s 
room this morning, 
a moment later 
they left the hotel for the brief trip 
to the White House. 
Thousands of 
spectators cheered the 
new 
chief 
magistrate, the Princeton students, 
the Essex cavalry troop, and Univer­ 
sity of 
Virginia 
students 
massed 
along the streets preserving order. 
The Princeton boys, two deep, stood 
along ll street, up to Madison place, 
and there the Virginia students were 
massed into two great lines extend­ 
ing across the White House entrance. 
Wilson and two members of the 
congressional committee occupied one 
carriage and behind them was Vice- 
President Marshall. 
The Essex and 
Culver troops clattered alongside de­ 
tectives. 
Major General Wood had massed 
his staff of aides and marshals on 
the White House lawn— the horses 
trampling the tender grass of 
the 
plot that was Mrs. Taft’s pride. 
The Princeton students, marching 
in, formed in a big section directly 
on the front of tho portico, arriving 
just as Wilson was stepping out of 
his carriage. 
Touch Wilson's Heart 
A cheer leader, with an orange and 
black baton, stepped to the front of 
the massed crowd of fellow students. 
He raised his arms, and then there 
burst forth the thrilling strains of 
“Old Nassau.’’ 
Wilson had not seen the prepara­ 
tions for this, but as the first strain 
of the old Princeton anthem came 
to his ears, he turned quickly. 
Ile 
doffed his hat, clicked his hep’s to­ 
gether and with Colonel Cosby and 
Lieut. Commander Timms and aides 
flanked on either side, stood at At­ 
tention— his hat 
held 
across

breast. 
It seemed as though tears 
almost welled up in his eyes— his 
I fare was transfigured with emotion. 
When the chorus had died away, he 
lifted his silk hat on high, waved 
it to the boys and then turned into 
the White House.

In thirty 
seconds 
he 
took the 
oath and kissed the Bible before a 
crowd of 75,000 gathered in front 
of the capitol, with 
bared 
heads, 
trying in vain to hear the words of 
the ceremony. 
Tumultuous 
cheering 
re-echoed 
across 
the 
broad 
capitol 
plaza, 
blackened with densely packed h u ­ 
manity on the 
official 
reviewing 
stand behind and on the park and 
plaza in front. 
President Wilson 
delivered 
his 
inaugural address to the winds. No 
one more than IOO feet away could 
hear a w*ord, though 
he 
earnestly 
tried to emphasize his words 
with 
all his power. It was estimated that 
less than 2 . 0 0 0 of the 75,000 spec­ 
tators heard the sound of his voice. 
Crowds (lo se in 
The crowd, which had been held 
back IOO yards, was permitted 
to 
break through the lines of soldiers 
and rush directly beneath the plat­ 
form from which the new president 
spoke. They yelled and cheered their 
approval. 
At 2:05 o’clock the president e n t­ 
ered a four-horse carriage for the 
trium phant return along Pennsylvan­ 
ia avenue to the White House.

J took the right hand seat, which the 
former president had occupied on tho 
trip to the capitol. 
Opposite Wilson 
sat Senator Bacon and opposite Taft 
was Senator Crane of the congres­ 
sional committee. 
Behind the res­ 
idential party, cavalry, infantry and 
bands formed in the martial climax 
of the change of administration. 
Mrs. Wilson, first lady of the land, 
and lier daughters, occupied seats be­ 
hind the private stand, and occupied 
carriages in the parade to the White 
House. 
The avenue was packed solidly on 
both sides from the capitol to 
the 
White House, and the presidential 
carriage was 
greeted 
with 
wild 
cheers a 1! along the way. 
Cheers for W ilson 
Wilson had his silk hat in

hands most of the way and beamed, 
and smiled to right and left, as the 
carriage proceeded at a rapid walk. 
The newspapermen

March 4 a more stupendous task than 
today confronted 
President Wilson. 
And probably no president ever real­ 
ized more fully the gravity of the tre­ 
mendous responsibility that is his. 
Democracy was placed on trial to­ 
day for the first time in twenty years, 
at the bur of public opinion, with the 
entire nation as the “jury.” 
Crises 
innumerable await tests in democra­ 
cy’s crucible. 
Future prosperity of 
the country— indeed of several coun­ 
tries— and fate of great political par­ 
ties hangs in the balance. 
Sentiment for “ progressive” 
re­ 
forms, which put the democratic par­ 
ty into power today, demand per­ 
formance. 
To secure legislation of 
real reform is the four years* task 
facing the new’ administration. Fac­ 
tional divisions within the dominant 
party, 
democratic 
leaders 
them­ 
selves admit, make the next 
four 
years potent with possibilities. 
This nation's course of peace and 
friendship with the world powers and 
its policy in Central and South Amer­ 
ica were today placed in the hands of 
President Wilson. 
Alone this con­ 
stitutes a mountainous task.
